Reading Light proposes 
advisory committee 


citizens'

A Citizens Advisory Committee 
was one of three key components in 
a proposal put forth by the Reading 
Municipal Light Board at a joint 
meeting with Wilmington select- 
men Monday night. 

The proposal, which was geared 
toward addressing three major 
concems brought up by the town, 
was outlined by RMLD General 
Manager Leonard Rucker. It was 
the first time either side came in 
with a concrete plan. 

Since the town had previously 
asked for representation on the 
light board, Rucker said the adviso: 
ry committee would provide an 
opportunity for greater input from 
ratepayers. He said it was patterned 
after successful committees set up 
in other states in similar circum- 


‘he committee would consist of a 
steering committee made up of a 
member from each town in the 
light district and the general 
manager and an Ad-Hoc Citizens 
Committee. The Ad-Hoc group 
would act independently and make 
recommendations directly to the 
light board. The steering commit- 
tee would appoint members to the 
Ad-Hoc Committee and lay out the 
scope of work to be covered. 

Rucker assured the selectmen, as 
well as visiting officials from the 
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other towns, that the light board 
would defer any decisions until 
members review written reports 
received from the advisory group. 

The second issue tackled was 
in-lieu-of-tax payments, Rucker 
said the town of Reading shall be 
authorized to make payments in 
lieu of personal property taxes to 
the four member towns. Such 
payments would not exceed, on an 
annual basis, two and one half 
percent of the net book value of the 
electric plant. Payments would be 
considered operating expenses and 
would be recovered through 
electric rates, 

The third issue was street lighting 
rates. Effective July 1, 1988, 
RMLD would agree to equalize 
streetlighting rates among all 
members, Wilmington, North 
Reading, and Lynnfield would 
receive a 16 percent rate decrease 
while Reading would receive a rate 
increase, Adjustments would total 
approximately $119,000 among all 
member towns. 

Part of RMLD's presentation was 
a slide show of graphs showing how 
Reading Light's rates favorably 
compared to those of other utility 
companies. RMLD officials also 
reiterated the advantages of re- 
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maining in the system and the 
disadvantages of leaving. One 
disadvantage pointed out by Rucker 
was the lack of tax exempt finan, 
cing to establish a new system 
Selectmen raised questions on 
each of the issues for clarification 
A sticking point seemed to be 
increasing rates to pay in-lieu-of 
tax payments and taking the 
payments out of net earnings 
instead of profits. Selectmen also 


expressed the view that the town of 
Reading would still get a better 
return and ratepayers would be 
reimbursing Reading even more 
under the proposal 

When Selectman Bob Doucette 
asked if this was Reading Light's 
best offer, Rucker said the proposal 
was the result of "our best attempt 
to find some answers to Wilming 
ton’s concerns. He said he favored 
sitting down collectively and 
addressing each issue 

"Negotiations have to be a two 
way street. You asked us to bring 
back something; we've brought 
back something,” Rucker added. 

Selectmen will now take the 
information under advisement and 
review the proposal in the next few 
weeks before contacting RMLD. 
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$11.9m school budget approved

An $11,947,718 school budget 
for fiscal 1989 was approved Mon- 
day night in a three-to-two vote of 
the Wilmington School Committee 
Shirley Callan and James Demos 
cast the two dissenting votes. 
According to Chairman Tony 
Accardi, the final budget was pared 
down from a starting point of 13 
percent overall increase to an 8.5 


percent increase over the current 
budget. The town manager had re- 
commended a five percent increase 
in the schoo! budget in January. 

Highlights of the budget include 

+ $800,000 increase in contractual 
salaries, bringing the total in 
teacher and other salaries to $9.8 
million. 

+ $276,000 increase in the trans- 
portation account 


Redistricting splits town 
among three districts 


The redistricting of the Massa 
chusetts House of Representatives 
will split Wilmington among three 
legislative districts. 

Under the plan, approved in the 
House on Monday, four of Wil- 
mington's six precincts will be 
grouped with Tewksbury in the 
20th Middlesex District. This 
district presently is made up of 
Tewksbury and five Wilmington 
precincts, and is represented by 
Rep. Jim Miceli 

Precinct 3, which has been part of 
the 21st Middlesex District, repre. 
sented by Geoff Beckwith, will be 
shifted to the 23rd Middlesex. It 
will be grouped with Burlington 
and Bedford in a district now 
represented by Rep. Augusto 
Grace. 

Rep. Geoff Beckwith's 21st Mid 
dlesex District will give up Precinct 
3 but will then pick up Precinct 6. 

The redistricting was carried out 
under a federal court order which 
required the state to redraw district 
lines giving each district nearly the 
same population. The ideal number 
for a district is 35,917 

I'm very, very disappointed that 
we weren't represented better, 
Selectman Jim Stewart told the 
Town Crier. In referring to Miceli, 
who served on the special redis- 
tricting committee, he said he 
didn't understand how Miceli could 
be a member of the committee and

Time for 
tax revision? 


Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
told selectmen Monday it may be 
time to revise Wilmington's tax 
rate structure. He made the sugges: 
tion during a brief discussion of the 
90 percent sewer rate increase 
proposed for Wilmington by the 
Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority 

Under the present structure the 
increase will affect the tax rate and, 
in effect, be paid by residents and 
industry alike. Stapczynski said the 
town may want to revise the 
structure “to hit the greatest users 
and keep the burden off residents. 
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by Tewksbury’s growth,” said an 
angry Stewart. He explained that 
even though Tewksbury's popula- 
tion has increased, it won't lose any 
districts while Wilmington may 
wind up with three representatives 
‘And that stinks,” he said 

Dan Ballou felt that the 
redistricting will further split the 
town and said "that's the kind of 
representation we don't need.” 

Chairman Bob Cain said the 
whole issue could best be illustrated 
through the town's move to break 
with Reading L ath Wilming- 
ton and Readi represented by 
Beckwith, who is reportedly placed 
in the difficult position of giving 
fair representation to both sides. 

Stewart suggested a letter be sent 
stating Wilmington's views and 
opposing the redistricting plan. 


Sludge 
grudge 


Selectman Dan Ballou has begun a 
petition drive to inform the state 
that Wilmington residents oppose a 
sludge facility in their town. He 
suggested at Monday's selectmen 
meeting that the town demand 
another hearing in Wilmington on 
the additional property that is now 
under consideration for the 
operation 

Fellow selectmen Jim Stewart and 
Bob Doucette sought to hire 
professional consultants, as has 
been done in other towns, to help in 
the fight and provide expert 
guidance to town officials. 


+ Elimination of 16 1/2 positions 
(teachers, aids, and specialists) and 
a decision not to add two assistant 
principals at the intermediate 
schools. 

+ Level funding of the supplies, 
textbook, and materials account, 
except for an increase in the 
intermediate schools for sixth 
grade texts. 

+ $18,000 set aside for increases 
in the school electric bill. 

+ $210,000 capital outlay warrant 
article for the one-time purchase of 
equipment. Of that, approximately 
$60,000 will go toward science 
equipment at Wilmington High 

Accardi said with a $1.1 million 
increase in fixed costs alone, the 
committee was hard pressed to 
know "where to turn next.” He said 
the decision to cut staff was made 
with regret and was largely due to 
declining school enrollment, After 
reviewing a study on the use of 
school personnel in the system, 
explained Accardi, it was decided it 
was possible to eliminate some 
positions without affecting the 
quality of education. 

"It's a difficult thing to do," he 
said, "but someone has to face up to 
the reality of it.” 

Committeemen held nine budget 
meetings in the past months during 
which they met with department 
heads, principals, and directors in 
formulating a budget which has 
been referred to as "tight." 

Accardi said finance committee 
member Walter Kaminski, who sat 
in on every meeting, was "a great 
help" in the process, as was his 
fellow committeeman Jack Dennis 

"I don't know what else we could 
have squeezed out, We feel 
confident with what we have. The 
key thing is we have credibility 
with the town,” summed up 
Accardi 

The next step will be an 
appearance this Thursday before 
members of the Wilmington 
Finance Committee to hear their 
recommendation and a meeting 
with the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen March 28. Residents will 
have a chance to vote on the final 
budget at the April 23 town 
meeting.

Wilmington Family Counseling: 


Helping people for 20 years

The Wilmington Family Counsel- 
ing Service Inc. has been helping 
people for the past 20 years. Since 
the agency's inception in 1967, the 
seven member professional team 
has helped residents with a "wide 
gamut" of problems ranging from 
agrophobia and drug-related situa- 
tions to family crises and suicide 
attempts. 

According to Psychologist- Di- 
rector Dr, Carol Golub, the agency 
has seen 1,112 client families and 
doctors on staff have held 24,363 
sessions in the past 20 years. 

"That's quite an accomplish- 
ment,” explains Dr. Golub, as the 
service prepares to celebrate its 
20th anniversary. 

‘As anon-profit agency, Wilming- 
ton Family Counseling is commit- 
ted to providing quality mental 
health services at the lowest 
possible cost. That cost ranges from 
five dollars to $45 a session, and is 
set according to the client's ability 
to pay. In many cases, health 
insurance picks up all or part of the 
cost. The agency is subsidized 
through the Wilmington Board of 
Health. 

Sessions last anywhere from 50 
minutes to an hour, and are usually 
scheduled weekly to fit in with indi- 
vidual work or school schedules. 
Flexibility is the keyword with 
office hours until 10 p.m. four 
nights a week. 

Over the years, says Dr. Golub, 
there have been changes in the 
public's approach to mental health. 
Though the problems have stayed 
the same, people have become 
“much more sophisticated” about 
the subject she says. In the early 
years, people came in looking for 
short term help and a way “to get 
over the hump.” Many people

We 
try to make things comfortable. In 
a lot of ways, we share a lot of 
people's lives in the community. 
And we get those people coming 
back in times of crises to get 
reinforced.” 

Dr. Golub says while Wilmington 
Family Counseling has grown over 
the years and successfully reached 
out to those in need, it has also 
survived its share of crises, most of 
them financial.

personnel officer, is credited with 
being the driving force behind the 
creation of the agency.

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"Super Planning Board" 
proposed for Tewksbury

Tewksbury is faced with heavy 
development and construction, both 
now and in the foreseeable future. 

To better handle and consolidate 
the town's oversight of develop- 
ment projects, a new town-level 
department is being discussed by 
the Tewksbury Planning Board. 

At a planning board meeting on 
Feb. 29, vice chairman Joe Doherty 
outlined his proposed idea for a 
town "Department of Communities 
and Development." 

The town currently has a number 
of different agencies handling new 
construction, Doherty said, with 
the planning board, conservation 
commission, building inspector, 
board of appeals, board of health, 
and board of selectmen involved. 
Engineering reviews are now done 
by an outside consultant, he noted, 
which adds to the confusion. 

"In any program of this size," 
Doherty said, "you have to have an 
engineer working for the town." 
Drainage studies, for instance, are 
now contracted out to Howe Sur- 
veying of Billerica, until the town 
can find a replacement for the 
recently-dismissed firm of Clever- 
don, Varney & Pike. 

The benefits of having a 
department of communities and 
development would be three-fold, 
he said. A central office would. 
held accountable for overseeing 
developments, developers would be 
better able to keep tack of their 


projects, and the public would have 
a ready source to answer questions. 

With the existing relationship 
between the town's planning board 
and conservation commission, he 
said, a “catch-22" often occurs. A 
set of approved plans are needed 
before a project can go before the 
conservation commission, but the 
planning board often wants wetland 
issues decided before settling upon 
the layout of roads and parking 
lots. 

Andover, he said, has an office of 
community development, and the 
town of Methuen has two full-time 
conservation inspectors, instead of 
Tewksbury's part time conser- 
vation commissioners, who must 
conduct on-site inspections in their 
spare time. 

The new commission, as Doherty 
sees it, would be composed of six 
elected members, who would then 
hire a full time director of comm- 
unities and development. 

"It's going to be a Super Planning 
Board,” he said. 

At this week's planning board 
meeting, Doherty gave an update 
on his proposal. He said he is now 
looking at the way other towns have 
set up similar boards, and that he's 
leamed much from the study. A 
full report wil! be made in a few 
more weeks, he said. 

Also, he noted, approval of both 
the state Legislature and the voters 
of town meeting would be needed 
before the plan could go ahead. 


$30 million set aside 
for creative housing 


State Secretary of Communities 
and Development Amy S. Anthony 
announced Monday that $30 mil- 
lion in housing development funds 
will soon be made available under a 
state program designed to promote 
the development of alternative 
forms of low income housing. The 
Housing Innovations Fund (HIF) 
will provide funds for non-profit 
organizations to develop new and 
innovative housing projects, partic- 
ularly for low income families and 
individuals with special housing 
needs, 

Anthony said the new program 
will help provide "critical re- 
sources to groups that are com- 
mitted to developing affordable 
housing and housing that otherwise 
may never be built because it 
doesn't fit into a traditional funding 
program.” 

The Housing Innovations Fund 
was created by legislature to 
encourage the development of new 
types of housing, such as 
sitional housing for the homeless, 
single-room occupancy apartments, 
battered women's shelters, limited 
equity cooperatives, and congre- 
gate housing for veterans, 


The $30 million fund was part of 
the Housing Act of 1987, which was 
signed by Governor Dukakis last 
July 

HIF funds will be used to provide 
permanent mortgage loans and loan 
guarantees for nonprofit sponsors 
of eligible developments, At least 
50 percent of the units in a HIF- 
financed project must be reserved 
for low income citizens. 

“There are many groups across 
the commonwealth with creative 
ideas for producing new housing

nd will prove to be an 
important resource for the non 
profit community and will help to 
encourage innovation and creativi- 
ty among those who wish to expand 
housing opportunities for our 
citizens.”

Wilmington students failed in a two 
to two vote of the Wilmington 
School Committee Wednesday 
night. The motion was the result of 
concems raised by several angry 
parents whose childreft attend the 
Wildwood School. 
.At a previous meeting, the 
parents claimed it was unfair that 
their children were the last ones 
bused home two years in a row. 
They also complained it was hard 
for young children to wait up to a 
half hour for the bus to arrive in 
the afternoon, 

Part of the problem is double bus 
runs made to the three elementary 
schools. Because of the double 
runs, some of the students are 
forced to wait for the second run. 
Assistant Superintendent Henry 
Dembowski said, to be fair, he 
changed schedules mid-year so 
those students previously taking the 
first run are now taking the second 
and vice-versa. The parents felt this 
action penalized their children who 
came home later all last year. 

Dembowski said he had taken 
steps to re-route one of the buses to 
ensure earlier arrival times and, 
since managing the schedules, he 
has "tried desperately” to be fair 
He added though all issues may not 
have been addressed for the 
parents’ "convenience," he felt all 
safety issues had been resolved. 

‘Committeemen agreed that safety 
was their primary concern. They 
said one way to address the 
problem was to add more buses 
They told parents, however it 
would cost $18,000 to add another 
bus. A motion by Bridget Zukas to 
appropriate the money failed to 


receive majority support. The 
parents were told they could still 
pursue the funds through the 
Wilmington Finance Committee. 


Three-year 
police 
contract 
signed

A three year contract between the 
town and Local 318 of the 
International Brotherhood of 
Police Officers was signed by 
Wilmington selectmen at their 
meeting Monday night. 

Highlighting the contract is a five 
percent salary increase in FY 1989, 
a six percent increase in FY 1990, 
and a six and a half percent increase 
in FY 1991, 

Language items include $500 in 
annual compensation to encourage 
EMT certification, an education 
incentive of $100 and $200 for the 
first two years for degrees in 
criminal justice and public safety, 
and an increase in detail rates 

It was noted this is the first time 
since the early 1970's that a three 
year agreement was negotiated. 
Previously, the contract ran for a 
year. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
said the three year contract reflects 
the confidence both sides have in a 
continued good relationship be- 
tween union and management. The 
agreement will go far to p:ovide 
some security to the towr, he said, 
adding it would help him also, in 
budget preparations. 

Both sides praised Dick Brown 
for his role as negotiator, saying ke 
was straightforward and honest.

Dennis Morse says he hated to leave Wilmington. But 

when he and Barbara Gethartz decided to get married, 

buying their own home at today’s prices was an ‘American 

Dream’ far out of reach. With apartments harder to find 

in this town than a needle in a haystack, there was only one 
alternative - move out of town. 

It's too bad, because after talking with Dennis for just a 
few minutes, you could easily tell how much he missed 
home. Though he and Barbara have been in their Wobum 
apartment with their two healthy kids for a while now, 
Wilmington is still home, and will probably remain as 


"I have friends who are originally from Wilmington that 
have had to move to Lowell, and want to come back as 
much as I do", says Dennis, adding that he wants his son 
and daughter to grow up in Wilmington as he did, 
attending the public schools, which he considers to be quite 
good. t 
Employed in Wilmington at a local business, Dennis 
Morse is putting his chips on the proposed development by 
First Homes Trust, ‘to build 75 duplexes near Old Main 
Street. The 150 units would be privately owned, starting at 
$65,000 with a 5 percent down payment . 

Meanwhile, Dennis and Barbara Morse continue to hope. 
“We've been waiting for years and years to have our own 
place, especially in Wilmington". 

Michael Russo's had some hopes of his own. "I've been 
in constant touch with Dan Gillis and the Housing 
Authority, because the only way younger people can 
afford housing is through plans like this [First Homes 
Trust]. Younger people just can't afford $1,400 a month 
mortgages, just as the elderly can't", says Russo, who grew 
up with his parents on Chestnut Street in Wilmington. 

Michael was the captain of his wrestling team, and played 
some ball before graduating from Wilmington High in 
1981. When his folks decided to sell the old homestead, 
there was no place for Michael to go except outside of 
town. Today, he's one of many trying to get back into 
town. 

"In reminiscing about Wilmington, it's funny how 
everyone knew everyone, through sports and social events. 
You could go anywhere and know somebody, especially 
through playing sports.” 

Today, Russo, like Dennis and Barbara Morse, has high 
hopes for the affordable housing project slated for Old 
Main Street. And because of its location, which is believed 
by many to be the biggest selling point for First Homes 
Trust, Russo doesn't see any reason for opposition. "I 
could understand if it were in the middle of a 
neighborhood, but this is at the edge of town, not in 
anyone's backyard". 

For Amy Whalen, who grew up on Brand Avenue, any 
development in Wilmington.that would allow her to return 
to her home town would be a blessing. When she got 
married in 1986, she and her husband couldn't find 
anything affordable until they came upon a small house for 
rent in Tewksbury, close by to Silver Lake. Amy's 
situation is most ironic of all. "I still do all my shopping in 
Wilmington, and all my friends are there, but I can't 
afford to live there". 

Describing the cost of housing as "outrageous", Whalen 
says she makes a good living, "but if you don't have that 
down payment, you can't afford a house". 

And perhaps one of Michael Russo's comments is reason 
enough to support the Old Main Street project. "This is an 
opportunity for people to have their kids stay in town, 
rather than moving to some place like New Hampshire". 

Meanwhile, these folks are all on the outside, anxiously 
looking in. 


Do YOU like affordable housing?

The affordable housing program has been in and around the town 
for more than a year now, but one fundamental question has yet to 
be asked -- how do the voters feel about it? 

The state's affordable housing program, or Chapter 774 of the 
Acts of 1969, burst on the scene in 1986, when the town leamed that 
Andover was planning to put a condo development at the end of 
Tewksbury's South Street. The property is Andover's but is 
landlocked by Interstate-93, and the only available access is along 
South Street, raising all sorts of traffic and safety concerns. The 
Andover plan is quiet at the moment, but the broader issue remains. 

Projects on Benson Road (23 units), Pleasant Street (21 units) and 
North Street (168 units) were approved by the Tewksbury Board of 
Appeals, while others at Chandler Street (47 units) and River Road 
(224 units). were voted down. A sixth proposal, on Maryland Road, 
was withdrawn, 

The Merrimack Meadows project off River Road is far from 
settled, which raises a few questions for the town. Chapter 774 
allows the developer to pursue a state override of the town's denial, 
and that’s exactly what builders Bob Ahern and Buzz Couillard have 
been doing. Final testimony before the state appeals board was 
given in Boston last Thursday, and the issue now awaits the state's 
decision. 

The selectmen have vowed to fight the development as long as 
legally possible, perhaps to include a lawsuit against the state 
appeals board if the Merrimack Meadows project is granted by the 
state override. A good argument for fighting the Merrimack 
Meadows development is that the state is trying to usurp the town's 
right to decide its own affairs, and perhaps that is worth a fight. 

But the town has so far incurred more than $30,000 in legal costs 
to fight the Merrimack Meadows proposal, of which $12,255 was 
paid at a special town meeting in February. More such legal bills 
will land on Town Manager David Cressman's desk very soon, 
raising the total even higher, and current plans call for putting the 
unpaid balance before the voters in May. It promises to be a lively 
debate, and YOU are involved because YOU are footing the bill. 

At the February special, emotional comments on both sides of the 
affordable housing issue were made. One gentleman at the meeting 
went to the microphone to plead in favor of affordable housing, 
stating that his children could not afford to live in their own home 
town because the cost of land and housing is simply beyond their 
ability to pay. Perhaps he had something there... 

Today's real estate prices are a nightmare. Young and first-time 
homebuyers are either terrified of today's prices, or else they must 
settle for a starvation budget just to raise the down payment, which 
is then followed by a 30-year mortgage of crippling proportions. 

During the initial public hearing on the Merrimack Meadows 
condo plan, one resident got up and barked that he had to scrimp 
and save to buy his house, and that kids today should do the same. 
But if he's owned his house for more than 10 years, is he really 
suffering under his old mortgage? Really now, how many of you 
reading this could afford to meet today's mortgage payments of 
about $1,000 a month, and then only after laying down an initial 
down payment of well over $15,000 -- or ten percent of the total, 
Add to that the cost of utilities and taxes, and such near-necessities 
as a telephone and a car, and you can easily see where food itself 
becomes almost a luxury item. Two healthy salaries are needed just 
to survive in today's New England. Forget about leaving the wife 
home to raise the kids. No way. Those days are gone. 

The developers can't be slighted (entirely) for trying to make a 
buck out of the real estate crunch. That's capitalism at work. The 
State program is simply trying to entice developers to tum out units 
that are affordable for today's young homebuyer. 

But there should be a town-wide or even a state-wide referendum 
to ask if you, the voting public, really wants affordable housing to 
go ahead or go to hell. A few town officials have grumbled that the 
issue belongs on a referendum, and indeed it does. On the one hand 
we see the town spending quite a bit of money to fight an affordable 
housing project, and on the other we see voters speaking out in 
favor of the program. Something seems out of balance here. 

But the bottom line is that you, the voter, must decide the town's 
course of action. This issue is sore in need of public input. 

Until this topic appears as a referendum question, state or local, 
we'll gladly accept letters to the editor. Let's hear your opinion. 


Equal representation? 

If you live in Wilmington and have ideas of running for state 
representative, you might as well forget it. The redistricting 
plan voted in the Massachusetts House of Representatives on 
Monday split the town so that nobody from Wilmington, other 
than the incumbent Jim Miceli, could possibly be elected. 

Without going too strongly after Miceli, lets look at the effects 
of the redistricting plan. eh 

First of all, there are six precincts in Wilmington. Of these, 
four will be grouped with Tewksbury to form the 20th 
Middlesex District, which Miceli represents. | ' 

Miceli, much to his credit, has worked very hard, especially in 
Tewksbury. He has built an effective political organization, and 
pays attention to his constituents. With ten years experience, he 
would be a hard man to beat no matter how the redistricting fell. 

Anyone else from Wilmington, though, is out of the running. 
Wilmington, which has a smaller population than Tewksbury, 
only has two thirds of its voters in the district. 

In the other two precincts, it's even worse. . 

Let's say you live in Precinct 3. You and 1790’ other voters 
have just been redistricted from the 21st Middlesex District into 
the 23rd. What this means is that your state rep, instead of being 
from Reading, will now be from Burlington. And if you're in, 
Precinct 6, your state rep will be a Reading resident. 

The whole reason for the redistricting was a federal court 
ruling that the districts had to have populations that are almost 
equal. In many respects, this is an important principle to uphold, 

It is not, however, the only consideration. ; 

What has been ignored in the redistricting are the towns like 
Wilmington that are carved among three districts. While it can 
be said that the town now has three representatives, it can also be 
argued that it may end up with none, in a situation where the 
district towns have opposing interests. 

How will a representative from Reading vote on an issue such 
as Wilmington against the Reading Municipal Light Dept.? 

Will a representative from Reading care that there is a sludge 
plant proposed for Andover Street, in Wilmington's Precinct 6? 

If towns must be carved up to make the districts equally sized, 
then why not require that each town in such a district have about 
the same number of voters in that district as the other towns?

on which my family and I have 
lived for many years.

School was attended by many 
residents of both communties 
(Bedford and Wilmington). How- 
ever, I felt that individual meetings 
should have been held in each 
community so that more residents 
could have had an opportunity to 
express their opinions on the 
impact this proposal would have on 
their community. 

T have no doubt that the MWRA is 
trying very hard tw solve some of 
the problems and undoubtedly they 
will achieve their goal, but | hope 
that in the process they will not 
leave a trail of unhappy and 
frustrated citizens. 

We sugggest that the MWRA 
explore other possibilities in the 
location of such facilities and 


preferably away from residential 
areas. We also suggest that the 
MWRA approach this matter with 
open mind and heart and listen to 
the will of the people. I believe that 
imposing certain conditions upon 
citizens without regard to their 
feelings or needs is certainly not in 
line with our democratic system. 

Since the problem of sewage 
treatment involves a large portion 
of the population in Massachusetts, 
We suggest that such facilities be 
constructed on State property and 
away from residential areas 

| congratulate the officials of 
Wilmington on their presentation 
at the meeting in regard to their 
objections to the site location. Some 
of the items discussed were: 

Heavy volume of traffic already 
in the area; the nearby drinking 
water supply wells; new proposed 
housing development. 

As a resident of Andover Street I 
can attest to the fact that during 
spring and early summer there are 
many streams flowing down to 
Andover Street from the area of the 
proposed sludge site. In fact, some 
of our residents have springs on 
their land; water which could very 
well be harnessed some day. These 
Streams flow into Foster Pond 
which is only a quarter of a mile 
away from the proposed sit 

In respect to private property 
value, the residents in this area 
have already felt the impact of 
indutrial rezoning. With the pro- 
posed sludge plant; this would 
further decrease the value of 
private property. 


I don't think this is fair to us, or. 
anyone else for that matter, having 
such a cloud hanging over our 
heads. We must realize that a sludge 
treatment plant on this site would 
certainly prevent the construction 
of badly needed low-income homes 
in the community. 

As one of many concemed citi- 
zens, | am asking the MWRA to 
take all these facts into consider- 
ation.

The Backyard Gardener

By way of introduction, this turst 
column will give the reader an idea 
of what to expect in this space over 
the upcoming gardening season. 

We (the Town Crier and 1) will 
not be conducting an ongoing 
“course,” with each weeks’ ma 
terial building on what has pre 
ceded it. Rather, purely at the will 
of the writer, matters relating to 
the time of — the season, with the 
emphasis on specific vegetables and 
their special problems, will be 
discussed. 

In next week's column, | will 
attempt to answer the question, 
"What separates the average back 
yard gardener from the exceptional 
gardener?” The week after, we'll 
take a look at fruit trees, and whe- 
ther or not they are worth the ef 
fort required to harvest clean fruit 

In the two following weeks, we 
will address the subjects of gacden 
location, soi preparation, and 
recommended varieties of vege- 
tables, Then the fun begins, as, by 
mid April, the planting season 
begins in earnest 


This gardener's very favorite 
vegetable, even beyond fresh corn 
‘on the cob and asparagus, is peas. 
Because of this admitted bias, two 
weeks in April will be given over to 
growing peas, The difference in 
taste and texture between canned 
peas and fresh home grown peas is 
the same as the difference between 
winter and summer. If you have 
never grown peas, I will attempt to 
get you to try a small planting this 
year, Chances are, if you grow peas 
and have reasonable success, your 
future gardens will never be 
without them. 

Also in April, we'll discuss the 
other hardy vegetables (those that 
can withstand late frosts) including 
onions, the root crops, and the 
cabbage family 

In May, thoughts turn, to that 
most popular of all vegetables, the 
tomato, We'll consider frost free 
dates, techniques of planting and 
staking the tomato plants, and the 
best varieties to plant in our locale 
We might even ‘plug’ a local 
grower, who produces the world’s 


Meet the Haz-Mat Committee 


This is the 10th in a series of 
articles presented by the League of 
Women Voters of Wilmington in 
an effort to familiarize the public 
with the work of our town officials 
and to encourage the informed 
participation of citizens in govern 
ment. The League will host a public 
"Meet Your Town Officials 
reception in May giving citizens an 
opportunity to informally meet and 
talk with officials 

The Haz-Mat (Hazardous 
Materials) Committee, formerly 
known as the Hazardous Waste 
Committee, was renamed in order 
to expand its activities to include 
any hazardous material regardless 
of its purpose. The Committee 
‘consists of five members appointed 
by the Town Manager to indefinate 
terms. These positions are non-paid 
and members may hold other 
elective or appointive positions 
The primary function of the 
Committee is to plan for possible 
disasters and spills within the 
community, Meetings are held at 
Town Hall with issues being 
decided by vote or consensus of the 
Committee. 

A larger committee consisting of 
the members of the Haz-Mat and 
many other people is the Local 
Emergency Planning Committee 
which is required under the new 
federal law, Superfund Authoriza- 
tion and Reactivation Act (SARA), 
Title Ul, This committee is very 
similar but much larger consisting 
of the Haz-Mat, Town Manager, 
State Senator and Representative, 
member of the press and a member 
of each company covered by the 


law. Like Haz-Mat, the function of 
this committee is to establish 
emergency procedures in anticipa- 
tion of spills, fires and other 
disasters. 

The Local Emergency Planning 
Committee currently meets twice 
monthly with various sub-commit 
tee meeting alternately. While these 
committees have no set meeting 
times, they will be meeting as 
needed to comply with some very 
stringent requirements of the new 
law. Meetings are open to the 
public and are posted in Town Hall 
at least 48 hours in advance as 


required by law. For further

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Shawsheen River Estates 
hearing set for April 12

For the third time, developer Jay 
Tighe will bring his Shawsheen 
River Estates project before the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals for a 
comprehensive permit. Two prior 
hearings did not go forward 
because of a lack or pertinent 
information and site approval by 
the Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency (MHFA). 

‘The new hearing will be held on 
Tuesday, April 12 at 7 p.m. in the 
Town Hall. This time, Tighe will 
present a plan for 222 single family 
homes instead of his original 
concept of a 384-unit condominium 
complex. Tighe was asked by 
MHFA to change his proposal to 
fall under new HOP guidelines. 

Tighe has obtained site approval 
and the green light to pursue 
funding in a competitive round this 
spring. Reportedly, he has 
submitted an application for funds 
fui the revised plan. 

In recent correspondance, MHFA 
Executive Director Marvin Siflin- 
ger told Tighe though his new 
proposal is eligible for funding, 
there are two stipulations: Tighe 
has to justify the 222 homes before 
applying for the monies since the 
density still exceeds HOP guidelines 
and he has to review the new 
project with the town and "identify 
any issues that may arise consistent 


Town Meeting 


A special town meeting has been 
called for April 23 for one article 
to handle budget transfers. The 
special meeting will fall within the 
annual town meeting on the same 
day. 

Wilmington selectmen opened

Tighe will begin the review pro- 
cess by appearing before \ilming- 
ton selectmen at their next meeting 
March 28 and possibly before the 
Affordable Housing Task Force on 
April 7. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
told selectmen Monday Tighe has 
requested their support for a 
CDAG grant to help pay for the 


proposed sewer extension to the 
Hopkins Street site. Selectmen, in 
turn, requested that Tighe come in 
prepared with detailed plans and 
answers to questions which may be 
raised on the 28th. 

Stapezynski also said the town 
will receive a Massachusetts Assis- 
tance Program grant to pay for 
technical help in looking at density, 
access, environmental issues, traf- 
fic, and other concems relative to 
Shawsheen River Estates. 


Carbon-dioxide levels 
reduced in schools

A health hazard concerning 
excess levels of carbon dioxide in 
Wilmington schools has been 
corrected, Supt. Robert Horan told 
members of the Wilmington School 
Committee last week. 

At their meeting Wednesday 
night, members learned there had 
been a serious problem with air 
quality in five of the six schools in 
the system, The West Intermediate 
School was the only one with 
comfortable levels of carbon 
dioxide. 

The problem was brought to 
administrators’ attention by school 
nurse Norma Rushton. As a result, 
all schools were evaluated by the 
state Department of Public Health 
in January and February 

The recommended state level for 
carbon dioxide is 600 parts per 
million. In a spot check, 
classsrooms in some schools had 
levels as high as 1800 and 2000 
PPM. 


Health officials said they found 
several factors that contributed to 
the problem. In the North 
Intermediate, for instance, they 
discovered several air supply units 
weren't in operation because 
excessive heat was given off when 
the blowers are in operation. They 
also found several exhaust grills 
were partiallay blocked with 
furniture, reducing the amount of 
ventilation. At Wilmington High 
School, it was discovered two 
rooms have no exhaust outlets 
which is reportedly a violation of 
the building code. 

Commtteeman Michael Thomas 
said he had received calls from 
parents disturbed because their 
children were coming home from 
school with headaches and, upper 
respiratory problems, possibly 
caused by the lack of ventilation. He 
suggested the school undergo 
another evaluation next year to 
monitor the problem. Horan said 
principals and administrators will 
keep an eye on the situation.

-Over 2,000 times she’s 
heard the words ‘I do’

If she marries a couple above 


the penguin pool, the birds — at 
im — will be there in black 


North Reading’s Betty Vullo, 
Town Clerk and Heenised to 
marry, is a lively, attractive, 
articulate mother and grand- 
mother — of three in each in- 
stance — who helps contradict 
the ancient Hollywood cliche of 
justices of the peace. 

True, she has married 
couples in both the heat of the 
night and the light of the 
noonday sun — and even in the 
desolate morning hours — for a 
couple whose marriage license 
was due to run out the next day. 

They'd called late one night to 
ask if Vullo could marry them. 
She agreed, and gave directions 
to her house, but they managed, 
in city cousin fashion, to get lost 
in North Reading's wilds. 

Awake at 2 a.m., and still 
waiting, Betty was a little 
concerned. 

An hour later, she received a 
call from a North Reading 
policeman who may have been 
a little skeptical about the 
young couple’s tale of marriage 
plans and being lost on Route 28 
at3a.m. 

But Mrs. Vullo reassured him 
that she was, indeed, waiting 
for the pair — and the 
policeman ended by serving as 
one of the witnesses. 

Vullo said she holds her 
commission as justice of the 
peace from the governor's of- 
fice. By virtue of being a town 
clerk, she said, she may apply 
for the commission, which she 
has held for 19 years, though all 
town clerks do not choose to 
apply. 

She adds that many people 
are happy to meet a female in a 
role typically seen as being in 
the male domain. “It also helps 
eliminate the old image of a 
justice of the peace as someone 
holding a candle above a book 
with his wife in the background 
playi ‘Lohengrin’ on a 
cracked piano,” Vullo said.

One couple, in fact, provided 
a woman for their best man — 
and a man for maid of honor. 
The bride said she was opposed 
to the casting by sex of the two 
roles, Vullo said, so the couple 
reversed the traditional 
positions of their witnesses. 

Witnesses to a civil wedding 
ceremony, by the way, are not 
required by Massachusetts 
state law. 

State law is specific, however, 
as to whom you may not marry. 
From “Legal Impediments to 
Marriage,” derived from the 
General Laws: 

“No man shall marry his 
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burn 


and rabbis to penguins in

One local (unmarried) 
resident, on reading the latter 
sentence, concluded the law 
must be out of date, given some 
of the marriages she said she 
has heard of or witnessed.

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More tidbits of American History 


FM TALK 

Our far-flung correspondent 
is on special assignment today. 
Until his return, another round 
of off-beat tidbits on American 
history: 


Politics and sex scandals are 
not indigenous phenomena of 
our modern times. As far back 
as the eighteenth century 
rumors of sexual trysts in- 
volving high-ranking political 
figures abounded. In many 
instances the rumors turned out 
to be the truth, and reputations 
were damaged. Such was the 
case with Alexander Hamilton. 
In “The Papers of Alexander 
Hamilton,” edited by Harold 
Syrett, it is revealed that 
Hamilton became involved with 
the wife of a notorious 
speculator. To save face, 
Hamilton had to publicly an- 
nounce that it was actually the 
speculator’s wife whom he was 
involved with. In an open letter, 
Hamilton indicated that he 
became aware that the 
speculator and his wife had 
intended to blackmail him, and 
that his trysts with the wife had 
been a case of terrible 
misjudgment. 


One of the first cases of un- 
American activity occurred in 
July of 1798 when President 
John Adams was travelling 
through Newark, New Jersey, 
on his way home to Quincy, 
Massachusetts. As Adams 
passed through the town, an old 
artillery piece was fired in the 
president's honor. As the gun 
went off, a customer in a tavern 
commented half-heartedly-that 
“they are firing at’ (the 
president's) bleep."" Luther 
Baldwin, a crusty old 
Republican” with a reputation 
for being a drunk, responded to 


the comment by saying that he 
didn’t care if “they fired 
through his bleep.” Well, he 
shouldn't have said that much, 
because under the recent Alien 
and Sedition Act, Baldwin was 
arrested for making an un- 
American statement. He was 
tried before the circuit court, 
which, incidentally, was 
presided over by George 
Washington's nephew, Bushrod 
Washington, and found guilty, 
fined and sent to jail. It wasn't 
until 1964 that the Alien and 
Sedition Act was declared 
unconstitutional and struck 
from the books.
